ate has agreed to vote on the Colombian 
canal treaty Tuesday. The amendments 
to the treaty are to be considered Mon-

WASHINGTON", March 12.—The scn- 


ttte committee on foreign relations to- 
tlay authorized ft favorable report on the 
Cuban reciprocity treaty with.an amend- 
ment similar to that recommended in 
connection with the other 
reciprocity 


treaties providing that the treaty shall 
not take effect until approved by the 
lionsr- of representatives as well as by 
the senate. 


The amendments made to the treaty 


ly the committee nt the last session of 
congress were renewed at today's meet- 
ing and were accepted without discus- 
sion. One of these provide for a reduc- 
tion 
of 40 per cent in the 
tariff 
on 


American cattle shipped into Cuba and 
the other is a provision prohibiting in 
explicit terms fi further reduction than 
'20 per cent in the duty on Cuban sugar 
shipped into the Vnitcc! States and also 
prohibiting reductions in the role* of 
sugar coming into the United Stales 
from other countries. 


The :micti(!ment providing for the sub- 


mission of the treaty to the liou«e wa.> 
offered liy Svnntov liac-on. At the last 
bessiini of congress the committee re- 
fused In a t t a c h it to the treaty but 
when it wax pre-ented today it was ac- 
ecptrd after very little discussion. The 
principal reason for its acceptance was 
that members uf the house have urged 
in strung terms the constitutional right 
of that l;')dy to pass on all reciprocity 
treaties because of their eflVci on the 
revemie.s. 


Senator Bacon strongly supported this 


view, but other members uf thu commit- 
tec gfiienilly took tin- po-itioil t h a t the 
act inn of the house was not necessary t'i 
render the trinity of binding etIWi. They 
however, getiernlly concurred in the opin- 
ion that the incorporation of tin- umend- 
ment in tlie treaty could do no injury 
and t h a t on the other hand it would aid 
in maintaining amicable relations with 
the house. They therefore consented to 
its adoption without prolonged discus- 
sion. 
No formal vote was taken upon 


the 
iiiiiciidineiil. il being accepted by 


unanimous con-cut. Senator liac.in re- 
marked tluil llie amendment u-onlrl very 
materially facilitate tin- ratification of 
rlic treaty. The cunimittec

Mrs. "Day and two sons arrived here yes- 
terday. Two other sons are away at 
College, and i't is stated, will not be sent 
for unless their father's condition 
be- 


comes worse. 


At 1 -.:)() p. m. there was no change in 


Justice Day's condition. Beyond author- 
i/.ing (lie statement that Justice Day 
was suffering from "a severe and acute 
attack of grip" and was "a very sick 
man." Dr. Hardin, the attending physi- 
cian, refuses to 'discuss the case. It is 
admitted by members of the family that 
Justice. Day's temperature is high but 
on this point the phvsician has decided 
nut to i—ue a bulletin for tiie present, 
as it i:- the wish of Mrs. Day that no un- 
necessarv alarm be caused about her 
husband's condition.

WAGNER DECLINES 


FEDERAL POSITION 


Office ot Government Inspector 


oi immigrants Proffered Ea- 


cine Politician l»y Sena- 


tor Quarles. 


John C. Wagner, now one of the two 


Republican aldermen of the First ward, 
former assemblyman and sheriff of RJI- 
cino county and who has proven himself 
to be a diplomatic politician, received a 
message from 
United States 
Senator 


J. V. Quarles last evening notifying him 
of his appointment at Washington as 
government inspector of immigrants. 


In the event 
of his acceptance Mr. 


Wagner would iu all probability be as- 
signed to duty somewhere along the Can- 
adian border. The office pays $7 a day 
and is a permanent position. 


Mr. Wagner was interviewed this fore- 


noon in regard to the appointment and 
stated that Ids business in Racine was 
such that it was impossible for him to 
accept the offer, as he thought it would 
be more profitable for him to remain in 
the city. Mr. Wagner was somewhat 
surprised when he learned of his appoint- 
ment, although about a. week ago he re- 
ceived a letter from Senator Quarles ask- 
ing him if he would accept the position 
were it tendered him. lie answered in 
the aflinnative, but since investigation 
lie deems it wise to remain where he is. 


Mr. Wagner was in the assembly at 


ihc time of Mr. Quarles' election to tlie 
United Slates senate.

crowd quickly gathered. Hundreds of 
people from Oloaa, North Clean and the 
surrounding country side gathered to 
iratoh the brilliant play of the flames.

It will 
be impossible to identify some of the 
dead and it is likely they will all be 
burfed together.

SENATE COMMITTEE'S 


lj*f ANDIOl'S DECISION 


Action Taken to Conciliate Congress- 


men Who IHarc Urged Their 


Constitutional Rights to Pass 


on Reciprocity Treaties. 


WASHINGTON, March 12.—The sen- 


ate has agreed to vote on the Colombian 
canal treaty Tuesday. The amendments 
to the treaty are to be considered Mon- 
day. 


WASHINGTON, March 12.—The sen- 


ate committee on foreign relations to- 
day authorized a favorable report on the 
Cuban reciprocity treaty with.an amend- 
ment similar to that recommended in 
connection with the 
other 
reciprocity 


treaties providing that the treaty shall 
not take effect until approved by the 
house of representatives as well as by 
the senate. 


The amendments made to the treaty 


oy the committee at the last session of 
congress were renewed at today's meet- 
ing and were accepted without discus- 
sion. On* of these provide for a reduc- 
tion 
of 40 per cent in the 
tariff 
on 


American cattle shipped into Cuba and 
the other is a provision prohibiting in 
explicit terms a further reduction than 
20 per cent in the duty on Cuban sugar 
shipped into the United State.': and also 
prohibiting reductions in the rates of 
sugar coming into the United States 
from other countries. 


The amendment providing for the sub- 


mission of the treaty to the bouse was 
offered liy Senator Bacon. At the last 
Bessiou of congress the committee re- 
fused 1u attach it to the treaty but 
when it was presented today it was ac- 
cepted after very little discussion. The 
principal reason for its acceptance was 
that members of the house have urged 
in strong terms the constitutional right 
of that !*>dy to pass on all reciprocity 
treaties because of their effect on tin- 
revenues. 


Senator Bacon strongly supported this 


view, but other members of the commit- 
tee generally took the position that the 
action of the house was not necessary to 
render the treaty of binding etl'eet.. They 
however, generally concurred in the opin- 
ion that the incorpora'iim of the amend- 
ment in the treaty could do no injury 
and that on the other hand it would aid 
in maintaining amicable relations with 
the house. They therefore consented to 
its adoption without prolonged discus- 
sion. No formal vote was taken upon 
the amendment, it being accepted by 
unanimous consent. 
Sonntor Bacon re- 


marked that the amendment would very 
materially facilitate the- ratification of 
rlio treaty. The committee recommends 
that the amendment be added at the end 
of the treaty. 
I is exact language is as 


follows: 


"This treaty .-'hail lu'ii take effect until 


the same shall have bceu npproved by 
the congress.

J. V. Quarles last evening notifying him 
of his appointment at Washington as 
government inspector of immigrants. 


Jn the event 
of his acceptance 
Mr. 


Wagner would in all probability be as- 
signed to duty somewhere along the Can- 
adian border. The office pays $7 a day 
and 15 a. permanent position. 


Mr. Wagner was interviewed this fore- 


noon in regard to the appointment and 
stated that his 'business in Hacine was 
such that it was impossible for him to 
accept the offer, as he thought it would 
be more profitable for him to remain in 
the city. Mr. Wagner was somewhat 
surprised when he learned of his appoint- 
ment, although about a week ago lie re- 
ceived a letter from Senator Quarles ask- 
ing him if he would accept the position 
were it tendered him. He answered in 
the affirmative, but since investigation 
lie deems it wise to remain where lie is. 


Mr. Wagner was in the assembly at 


the time of Mr. Quarles' election to: the 
United States senate. He was one of 
the 
senator's strongest supporters, 
at 


that time expecting no favors in return, 
but now lie has been offered Uic immi- 
grant inspectorship, which he has had to 
decline.

Washington and as soon as Any in- 
formation was obtained he woxild tele- 
graph again. 


Hanson's relatives here claim, had they 


known the government would not stand 
tlie expense of bringing the body to Rn- 
cine they would have 
forwarded • the 


money.

Francisco'wired to Racine that the gov7 
eminent made no appropriation for such 
purposes, but the recruiting officers in 
Milwaukee informed the relatives here, 
to wire Sim Francisco and tell them to 
forward the body at the expense of the 
government." No further action will he 
taken until Congressman Cooper is hoard 
from again. 


The government during the Spanish- 


American war made appropriations for 
bringing nil bodies of soldiers and sailors 
who died iu foreign service back l.o 'the 
states and semi them "to Uicir former 
homes; but, .this rule probrfbly does not 
apply to Hanson's body. The exact cause 
of his death has not yet been ascertain- 
ed, although a letter is expected hourly 
explaining the mys'tery.

NJ2W YORK. March 12.—After assert- 


ing that a mistake had been made when 
it was declared, that glanders is epidemic 
among horses iu this city, the officials 
of tho'health-department have decided 
that the disease, is much more prevalent 
than (hey had supposed. 


Energetic, measures are. being taken 


now to stamp out the disease and orders 
have been issued for the destruction of 
all horses that are found to have tho 
glanders. 


In the stable in which the discaFn was 


discovered to be epidemic the health de- 
partment found that thirteen horses had 
died in the last three months, arid seven 
othetra were taken away to be killed. 
Tests have been made that show that 
six of the animals now in that stable 
are diseased and they will be killed. 


It lias been discovered, that glanders 


has been spreading through, i-hu black- 
smith shops. Instructions will be issued 
to _the smiths to use antiseptic and to 
take precautions which will obviate this 
da:nger in the future.

KILLS MANY 


IN NEW YORK 


Cars Filled With Tanks Collide 


Resulting in Carnival of Death 


-Over Twenty Perish 


Hundreds Who Gather to Witness Our Inspiring 


Spectacle Enveloped in Rain of Iron and 
Flames—a Scene of Agony and Horror 


Never to be Foegetten. 


OEEAN, S". Y., March 10.—From 18 to 


20 lives -were lost and fully tmce that 
auinber of peopl&-were<-burned or bruiied 
by an explosion of oil late last night fol- 
lowing a wreck on thfi Erie railroad 
north of this- city. Owing to the faot 
that some of the bodias were inohjerat- 
ed in tie fierce flames, or blown into'the 
creek by the. fierce explosion the exact 
number of dead -will probably not be 
knotnwfor soveral days. The number o£ 
injaied is uncertain, as a. large number 
offthem were able to reach their homes 
anfl-receive treatment there.

JEVER -MEMORABLE SIGHT. 


The scones following the explosion will 


*ievcr be forgotten by those who saw 
them. It was about 9 o'clock in the 
evening when the train was wrecked. 
An Erie freight train, west bound, broke 
in two on the hill two miles north of 
the city. At first the forward part of 
the train, released of all the weight of 
the cars behind shot forward with in- 
creased speed. Brakes were applied and 
the front portion 
of the 
train was 


brought almost to a standstill at the 
iron 
bridge across 
Olean creek. The 


rear cars, gathering momentum as they 
came down the hill crashed into the for- 
ward 
pa.rt of the train. Most of the 


cars in the train were tank cars filled 
with 
reflnad oil 
or 
gasoline. They 


weighed thousands of tons and the im- 
pact was terrific. One of the tank cars 
caught fire soon after the collision. The 
exact cause of the fire is not known, 
but it is supposed to have started from 
a spark struck from the grinding pieces 
of iron ia the wreckage. In a few min- 
utes another car of gasoline caught fire 
and burst in flames with a terrific report. 
Portions of the iron domes of the cars 
were hurled a distance of several hun- 
ctred feet. Tin flames shot high up in 
the air, presenting a brilliant spectacle, 
in this early accident, so far as can be 
learned, no one was injnred. A largo 
crowd 
quickly gathered. Hundreds of 


people from Olean, North Olean and the 
surrounding country side gathered to 
watch the brilliant play of the flames. 


For two hours the people stood massed 


togethe«*nd as the heat'fcecame less in- 
tense the crowd began to edg« a little 
clos«r -to the vrreckada until about 11 
o'clock soips-ventursaome boys approach- 
ed to with'm a few hundred feet of the 
burning debris.

A veritable rain of 
fire came down upon the crowd. Men 
and boys with-their clothing a mass of 
flames ran shrieking down the track, 
soma of them falling- to the ground un- 
conscious while others grovelled in the 
ditch or jumped into the creek in an en- 
deavor to put out-the fire that was con- 
suming them.

In a short time 
fifteen bodies had been recovered and 
laid beside the track. Some of them 
were so badly burned and distorted as 
to be scarcely recognized. Several bod- 
ies were found in the ditch. Tile body 
of one boy was seen too close to the 
flames to be approached and in a short 
time it was burned to ashes.
